pared many hours in advance and 
cooked automatically in a most hat- 
isfaciory manner at tho appointed 
time, was successfully demonstrated 
recently in a test in which a roast of 
hoof and a casserole of spring vege- 
tables were placed in a cold oven 
twenty-four hours be.fore the 
ap- 


pointed time at which the meal was 
to ho cooked. Tho liming device was 
set for the hour at which the electric- 
ity was to he turned on and the food 
started cooking, and then tho oven 
was scaled and not opened again un- 
til the next day when 
the 
entire 


meal was found to be cooked to a 
turn. 


The purpose of the test was to 


.show how the housewife may save 
time and energy ti.v preparing her 
meals in advance at a timo most con- 
venient to herself. 
Once the elec- 


tricity has been turned on she need 
give the food no attention whatever 
because the electric oven acts as a 
self-barter 
in cooking meat and, 


therefore, no water is needed as the 
juices are entirely sufficient. 
This 


eliminates tho necessity of opening 
the oven to look at tho food cooking 
and at the same time losing the stor- 
de heat. 
Vegetables can also he 


cooKcd without attention when the 
heat is properly regulated without 
ever scorching or burning and in very 
ittle water.

Modern Home Needs in Electric Wiring 


New standards of electric wiring for homes, based upon the needs of the 


modern American household and the efficiency of electric lights and labor-sav- 


ing appliances, have recently been recommended by the Wiring Committee of 
the National Electric Light Association and the Association of Electragists. 


The new standards are as follows: 
J 


1. 
There should be at least two circuits for each residence or apartment 


of five or more rooms. 


i 


2. 
In each main room, i. e., parlor, living room, dining room, bedroom or 


other room used for sleeping or dwelling, there should be at least one conven- 
ience outlet. 
In each mam hallway, bath-room and pantry an additional out- 


let is strongly recommended. 


The announcement of the new standards says: 


"With such a standard in use the consumer, on applying to the central station 


for information as to the wiring of his home, would not merely be referred to 
the contractor, but would be advised not to consider anything less than the min- 


imum standard, as he would otherwise probably be obliged to make additional 


installations later at a cost considerably in excess of an original installation.

account The depositor writes in the name of 


the person to whom he wants money paid, the amount he wishes 
paid, and then signs his own name. When the check conies to 
the bank it pays the sum of money as indicated, deducting it 
from the depositor's account, and ke»ps the check which it 
cancels. 
Cancelled checks are each month returned to the 


depositor and serve Mm as receipts for the payments, made.
